Bruxels, Feb. 7. 


He Marder Committed laft Wednefday- 
Night, being the 34. makes a great 
Noile here: The Man of the Houfe his Brains 
were beat out, and his Throat cut; his Wife 
that was feven or eight Months gone with 
Child of two Boys, was found alfo Murder- 
ed, with her Mother, a Maid and Child ; alfo 
the three laft were found burnt in a back 
houfe, the Murderer having (after he had 
murdered all, and Robbed the Houfe ) fet it 
on Fire, upon which the Neighbours came 
to Quench che Fire, and found the Doors 
locked and bolted, but being come in, they 
found the Kitchen floor and Entry full of 
Blood, and the dead Corpfes covered with 
Faggots and Straw, which the Marderer 
had fet on Fire, but the Fire went out of 
it felt from them ; upon News hereof the 
Magiftrates went prefently to the Henfe to 
fee this fad Spectacle, and on Thur/day morn- 
ing the Gates of the Town were kept fhar, 
and the Gaurds doubled, and a ftrict Search 
was made, and feveral fufpected Perfons 
feized, among whom was jeized Alexander 
Deliguerre, who was feen in another Publick 
Hoale about Eleven that Night, with a great 
Knife, and at Two in the Morning came to 
another Houfe, where being kuowa he pre- 
tended to be on the Guard, and there he let 
fall a Silver Fork that was known to be the 
Man’s that was murdered: On the 874. he 
was moft of that Day under Examination, 
and Confronted by others ; a Hammer alfo 


was produced all bloody, that was found in 
the Houfe where the Murder was Commit- 
ted, that he had hired of a Shooe maker : 
He made Confufed Anfwers while he was 
threatned with the Torture, but was not 
tortured 7till next Morning ; the Council of 
War joined with the Mayiitrates in his Exa- 
mination, and he having Confefs’d the Mur- 
der, the Gates which had been kept fhut 
three days were opened.

John Van-den-velder, as he came out of the 
Cellar of his own Houle, and of his Landla- 
dy in the Kitchen, and of her Mother in the 
back Houfe, and of the Maid who was in 
Bed afleep, with a great Iron Hammer, and 
after cut all their Throats witha Knile that 
coft him 18 Siivers, after which he broke 
open the Trunks and Stole out of them 183 
Patocoons or 4 5s. 6 d. pieces, § fix Stivers 
picces, 2 Stivers, 3 Ear-Rings, « tilver Mut- 
tard and Spoon, 2 Gold Rings off the Fin- 
gers of the murdered Woman : And further, 
drew the Bodies of the three firtt together 
ito the Kitchen, and having covered them 
with Faggots, fet Fire to them, and after 
that fet the Bed on Fire in which the Maid 
lay, with the Son of Joba Van-den-velder, two 
Years old, who was found Dead by the Fire
